We believe that the 
whole batch of rebel reports from that quarter 
are abfolulely false, and yet we must confess 
ourselves somewhat staggered by the fact 
that the Administration at Washington, 
which must have received despatches 
f:om Vicksburg of a later date than 
the despatches in the rebel papers, have 
ccmmunicatcd literally nothing to the public 
for se veral days, omitting even to authorize 
any specific contradiction of the rebel rumors. 
The telegraph agent at Washington said re- 
cently that the Administration wished it per- 
fectly understood that they imparted all the 
Mi:iitsippi news that they received, whether 
good, bad, or indifferent; bat, if this was their 
policy then, they have evidently abandoned it 
since. What good they can hope to effect or 
what evil they can expect to avert by keeping 
any hind of news two or three days from the 
people, atd leaving it to come first in a gross- 
ly exaggerated form through rebel organs, we 
are utterly unable to understand or conceive. 
Just as little can be accomplished by such a 
policy as by that of the silly ostrich. that seeks 
to save himself from discovery by sticking his 
Lead in the sand.

Thi CArmiE or PrrnLA.— We can no lon- 
ger doubt that tbe Mexicans bare been defea 1 - 
ed in consequence of tbe failure of supplies 
and Ammunition. The circumstances attend- 
ing the surrender of Puebla are, however, 
somewhat «Hff<>rent from the previous French 
ncconrit. It appears that on the lVth ult. Gen. 
Fovey cent a flag of truce to the Mexican com- 
mander, Ortega, offering to allow the officers 
and soldiers to march out — the officers with 
their eide arms — provided they would give 
their parole not to serve against the French 
again. This was declined by Gen. Ortega, 
who, in a starving condition, spiked his can- 
non, burnt hie gun-carriages, destroyed tha 
aims of the infantry, and surrendered his ar- 
my prisoners of war. Several of tbe Mexican 
offioeis, preferring death to a surrender, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting themselves. Such 
is the tragic sequel to tbe remarkable aad gal- 
lant defence of Pnebla. It appears, moreover, 
that the fall of Puebla has had the effec: to 
arouse the feelings of the Mexicans against 
the, French to the highest degree ot exajperv 
tion. All Frenchmen ia the city of Mexico 
have been ordered to leave w ithin eig'at days. 
TLe Mexicans are determined to defend the 
approaches to their capital to the last. 

Though the French have captured Puebla, 
U is evident as the New York Times says, thai 
the great struggle has but just commenced. 
As the French proceed toward the capital 
they move further from their base of sup- 
plies, and the advantages of the defenders 
of the country will increase as those of the 
iuvadeis diminish.

Wc understand that some of these ban lits 
who thus ride over tfce country have taken 
tbe oath nnd given bonds for their peaceable 
behavior. Their bondsmen evidently could 
have kept them away, and most dearly they 
should be made fo pay the forfeit and make 
compensation for all the robberies committed. 
Tbis general system of thieving-, highway rob- 
bery, end incendiarism is justified by the 
home friends of tfce ruffians, and is invite! for 
the Sfke of despoiling the Union men. The 
outrsgfs of interftrirg with the sessions of 
courts, mutilating records, and destroying 
bonds have been extensively practised, aad 
Judge Stuart did well to keep out 
of the way at tbe time of this raid, 
for the scoundrels made anxious in- 
quiries after him, and would doubtless 
have cerried him off, that their friends might 
eL-joy all the sweets of disorganized society 
and a broken law system. It.lt the delight of 
♦be rebels and one of their first great princi- 
ples to stop the collection of debts and impede 
the enforcement of civil rights generally, but 
it is a curse which will return to plngue the 
inventor?; it may be sweet to the mouth, bat 
it will be bitter ia the beBy. 

We msy well ask if there are no means to 
prevent such occurrences, and express our 
surprise that a place of tbe importance of 
EHrabethtown should be loft entirely un- 
guarded. Th? gueril'a? are so familiar with 
tfce~rriad8 that tfcey can easily elude the pur- 
suit of our troops who are not acquainted 
with the country. We have known instances 
where they left a pike and made a detour of 
a few miles L 4cro?3 fields to escape a Federal 
force, the position of which was weM kaown, | 
and emerged sgain on the same road, out of 
the reach of nil danger. We acknowledge the 
difficulty of suppressing these guerilla raids, 
but we can see no reason why towns and vil- 
lap^s should not be protected from violence, 
and especially why connty seats in court time 
should not be made secure, so that the civil 
officers can perform their duties without mo- 
lestation. Tbe plan dering cf Elizxbethtewn 
was disgraceful to cur State, and to the mili- 
tary authorities.

Cavalby Fisht.— Capt. C. C. Hare, com-

or invasion, the public safety may require it," 
is 1h' provision wliirh specially applies to our 
preetut case. This provision plainly attests 
tbe undeistanding of those who made the 
Constitution that ordinary courts of justice 
are inadequate to "cases of rebellion"— attests 
their purpose that, in such cases, men may b» 
held in custody whom the courts, acting on 
ordinary rules, would discharge. Habeas cor- 
pus does not discharge men who are proved 
to be guilty of defiued crime; and its suspen- 
sion is allowed by tbe Constitution on purpose 
that men mar be arrested and held who can- 
not be proved to be guilty of defined crime, 
"when, in cases of rebellion or invasion, 
tbe public safety may require it." This is 
precisely our present ca.se — a case of rebellion, 
wherein the public safety does require th« sus- \ 
pension. Indeed, arrests by process of courts 
and arrests in cAses of rebellion do not pro- j 
ceed altogether upon the same basis. The 
former is directed at the small percentage of 
ordinary and continuous perpetration of crime, : 
while the latter is directed at sudden and ex- 
tensive uprisings against the Government, 
which, at most, will succeed or fail in j 
no great length of time. In the la Mi r 
case arrests are made not so much for ■ 
what has been done, us for what probably 
would t>e done. The latter is more for the 
preventive and less for the vindictive than the 
touner. In such cases the purposes of men 
are much more easily understood than in cases 
of ordinary crime. The man who stands by 
and says nothing when the peril of his Gov- 
ernment is discussed cannot be misunderstood. 
If not hindered, be is sure to help the enemy; 
much more he if talks ambiguously— talks for 
bis country with ' buts " and "ifs" and "ands." 
Of how little value the constitutional provis- 
ions I have quoted will be rendered, if arrest3 
shall never be made until delined crimes shall 
have been committed, may bs illustrated by | 
a few notable examples.

Gkktlbmbh: Your letter of May 19, enclos- 
ing tbe resolutions of a public meeting held 
in Albanr. New York, on the 10th of the same 
month, was received several days ago. 

The resolutions, as I understand them, are 
resolvable into two propositions— first, the 
expression of a purpose to sustain the cause 
of the Union, to secure peace through victory, 
and to support tbe Administration in every 
constitutional and lawful measure to suppress 
tbe rebellion ; and, secondly, a declaration of 
censure upon tbe Administration for supposed 
unconstitutional action, such as the making 
of military arrests. And from the two prop- 
ositions a third is deduced, which is, that the 
gentlemen composing tbe meeting are resolved 
on doing their part to maintain our common 
Government and country, despite the folly or 
wickedness, as they mar conceive, of any 
Administration. This position is eminently 
patriotic, and as such I thank tbe meeting, 
and congratulate the nation for it. My own 
purpose is tbe same; bo that the meeting and 
myself have a common object, and can hare 
no difference, except in the choice of means or 
measures for effecting that object. 

And here I ought to close this paper, and 
would close it, if there were no apprehension 
that more injurious consequences than any 
merely personal to myself might follow the 
censures srstematically cast upon me for doing 
what, in my view of duty, 1 could not forbear. 
Tbe resolutions promise to support me in every 
constitutional and lawful mea«ure to suppress 
tbe rebellion: and I have not knowingly em- 
ployed, nor shall knowingly employ, any 
other. 

But the meeting, by their resolutions, assert 
and argue that certain military arrests, and 
proceedings, following them, for which I am 
ultimately responsible, are unconstitutional. 
1 think tbey are not The resolutions quote 
from tbe Constitution tbe definition of trea- 
son, and also tbe limiting safeguards and guar- 
antees therein provided for tbe citizen ob trial 
for treason, and on his being held to answer 
for capital or otherwise infamous crimes, and 
in criminal prosecutions, bis right to a speedy 
and public trial by an impartial jary. They 
eed to resolve "that these safeguards of 
the rights of tbe citizen against th* preten- 
sions of arbitrary power were intended more 
erpecitlly for his protection in times of civil 
commotion." And, apparently to demonstrate 
tbe proposition, the resolutions proceed, "they 
were secured substantially to the English peo- 
ple after years of protracted ciril war, and

"except when, in cases of rebellion and 
invasion, the public safety may require" 
their suspension. The resolutions proceed to 
tell us that tbe ir safeguards "have stood the 
test of seventy-six years of trial, under our re- 
publican system, under circumstances which 
sbow that while 1 hey constitute the founda- 
tion of all free government, they are the ele- 
ments of tbe enduring stability of the Repub- 
lic." No one denies that tbey have so stood the 
test up to tbe beginning of the present rebel- 
lion, if we except a certain occurrence at New 
Orleans; nor dots any one question that they 
will stand the same test much longer after the 
rebellion closes. But these provisions of tbe 
Constitution bare no application to tbe case 
we bare in band, because the arrests com- 
plained of were not made for treason— that is, 
not for the treason defined in the Constitution, 
and upon tbe conviction of which tbe punish- 
ment is death ; nor yet were tbey made to 
bold persons to answer for any capital or 
otherwise infamous crimes; nor were the pro - 
ceedings following, in any constitutional or 
legal sense "criminal prosecutions." Tbe 
arrests were made on totally different grounds, 
and tbe proceedings following accorded with 
tbe grounds of tbe ai rests. 

Let us consider the real case with which we 
are dealing, and apply to it the parti of ths 
Constitution plainly made for such cases. 

Prior to my installation here it bad been 
inculcated that any State had a lawful right 
to secede from the national Union, and that it 
would be expedient to exercise the right 
wbeaerertb* derotees of tbe doctrine should 
fail to elect a President to their own liking. I 
was elected contrary to their liking; and, 
accordingly, so far as it was legally possible, 
tbey had taken seren States out of the Union, 
and" seized many of tbe United States forts, 
and bad fired upon tbe United States flag, all 
before I was inaugurated, and, ot course, before 
I had done any official act whatever. The 
rebellion thus begun, boob ran into tbe present 
ciril war; and, in certain respects, it began 
on rery unequal terms between the parties. 
T) e insurgents had been preparing for it more 
than thirty years, while the government had 
taken no steps to resist them. Tbe former had 
carefully considered all tbe means which could 
be turned to their account It undoubtedly 
was a well-pondered reliance with them that 
in their own unrestricted efforts to destroy 
Union, Constitution, and law, all together, the 
Government would, in great degree, be re- 
strained by the same Constitution and law 
from arresting their progress. Their sympa- 
thizers pervaded all departments of the Gov- 
ernment and nearly all communities of the 
' reople. From this material, under cover of 
'liberty of speech," "liberty of the press." 
and "habeas corpus, they booed to keep 
on foot amongst us a most efficient corps 
of spies, informers, suppliers, and aiders and 
abetters of their cause in a thousand ways. 
TLey knew that in times such as tbey 
were inaugurating, by tbe Constitution it- 
self, tbe habeas corpus might be suspended; 
but tbey also knew tbey bad friends who 
would make a question as to who was to 
suspend it; meanwhile their spies and oth- 
ers might remain at Urge to help on 
their cause. Or if, as has happened, the Exec- 
utive should suspend the writ, without ruin- 
ous waste of time, instances of arresting in- 
nocent persons might occur, as are always 
likely to occur in such cases; and then a clam- 
or could be raised in regard to this, which 
might be, at least, of some service to tbe insur- 
gent cause. It needed no rery keen percep- 
tion; to discover this part of the enemy's pro- 
craw roe, so soon as by open hostilities their 
machinery was fairly put iu motion. Yet, 
tLoroughiy imbued with a reverence for the 
guarantied rights of individuals, I was slow to 
adopt tbe strong measures which by degrees 
I have been forced to regard as being within 
tbe exceptions of the Constitution, and 
as indispensable to tbe public safety. 
Nothing is better known to history 
than that tbe courts of justice are utterly 
incompetent to such cases. Civil courts are or- 
ganized chiefly for trials of individuals, or, at 
most, a few individuals acting in concert, 
and this in quiet times, and on charges of 
crimes well defined in the law. Even in times 
of peace bands of horse- thieves and robbers 
frequently grow too numerous and powerful 
for tbe ordinary courts of justice. But what 
comparison in numbers have such bands ever 
borne to tbe insurgent sympathizers, even in 
many of the loyal States? Again, a jury too 
frequently has at least one member more 
to hang the 
who dissuades 
leering, or induces one 
soldier to desert, weakens tbe Union caufe as 
mucb as be who kills a Union soldier in bat- 
tle. Yet this dissuasion or inducement may 
be so conducted as to be no defined crime of 
which any civil court would take cognizance. 
Ours is a case of rebellion — so called by the 
\ resolutions before me — in feet, a clear, fla- 
grant, and gigantic case of rebellion . and tbe 
| provision of the Constitution that "the privi- 
1 lege of the writ of ha b eas corpus shall not be

Brc ckinridge. Gen. Robert E. Lee, Gen. Jos. K. 
Johnston, Gen. John H. Magruder, Gen. Wm. 
B. Preston, General Simon B. Buckner, and 
Commodore Franklin Buchanau, now occu- 
pying the very highest places in the rebel war 
service, were all within the power of the Gov- 
ernment since the rebellion began, and were 
nearly as well known to be traitors then as 
now. Unquestionably if we ha8 seized and 
held them, the insurgent cause would be much 
weaker. But no one of them had then com- 
mitted any crime defined in the law. Every 
one of them, if arrested, would huve been dis- 
charged on habeas corpus were the writ al- 
lowed to operate. In view of these and sim- 
ilar ca=es. I think ihe time not unlikely to 
come when 1 shall be blamed for having made 
too few arrests rather than too many. 

By the third resolution the meeting indicate 
theiropinion that military arrests may be con- 
stitutional in localities where rebellion actual- 
ly exists, but that such arrests are uncon9titu- 
tioaal in localities where re el lion or insu - 
reciion does not actually exist. Tbey insi.t 
that such arrests shall not be made "outside of 
the lines of necessary military o^upation, and 
the scenes of insurrection." Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as the Constitution itself makes no such 
distinction, I am unable to believe that there 
is any luch constitutional distinction. I con- 
cede that tbe class of arrests complained of can 
be constitutional only when, in cases of rebel- 
lion or invasion, tbe public safety may require 
them; and I insist that in such cases they are 
constitutional wherever tho public safety does 
rt quire them; as well in places to which they 
may prevent the rebellion extending, as in 
those where it may be already prevailing; as 
well where they may restrain mischievous in- 
terference with the raising and supplying of 
armies to suppress the rebellion, as where the 
rebellion may actually be; as well where they 
may restrain the enticing men out of tbe army, 
as where tbey would prevent mutiny in the 
army; equally constitutional at all places 
where tbey will conduce to the public safety, 
as against the dangers of rebellion or inva- 
sion. Take the particular case mentioned 
by the meeting. It is asserted, in substance, 
tbat Mr. Vallandigbam was, by a military 
commander, seized and tried "for no other 
reason than words addressed to a public rneel- 
itg in criticism of the course of the Adoiinis- 
traiion, and in condemnation of the military 
orders of the General." Now, if there be no 
mistake about this; if this assertion is the 
truth, and tbe whole truth; if there was no 
other reason for the arrest, then I concede that 
the arrest was wrong. But the arrest, as I un- 
dei stand, was made for a very different reason. 
Mr. Vallandigham avows his hostility to the 
war on the part of the Union; and his arrest 
was made because he was laboring, with some 
effnt, to prevent the raising of troops; to en- 
courage desertion from the army; and to 
leave rebellion without an adequate military 
forte to suppress it. He was not arrested bs- 
cauee he was damaging the political prospects 
of the Administration, or the personal inter- 
ests of tbe commanding General, but because 
be was damaging the army, upon tbe exist- 
ence and vigor of which the life of ths nation 
depends. He was warring upon the military, 
snd this gave tbe military constitutional ju- 
risdiction to lay hands upon hira. If Mr. 
Vallandigham was not damaging the military 
power Of tbe country, then his arrest was 
made on mistake of fact, which I would be 
glad to correct on reasonable satisfactory evi- 
dence. 

I understand tbe meeting, whose resolutions 
I am considering, to be in faror of suppressing 
the rebellion by military force— by armies. 
Long experience has shown that armies can- 
not be maintained unless desertion shall be 
punished by the serere penalty of death. The 
case requires, and the law and the Constitu- 
tion sanction, this punishment. Must I shoot 
a simple-minded soldier boy who deserts, while 
I must not touch a hair of a wily agitator who 
induces bim to desert? Thi3 is none the less 
injurious when effected by getting a father, or 
bi other, or friend, into a public meeting, and 
there working upon his feelings until he is 
persuaded to write the sold ier boy tbat be is 
fighting in a bad cause, for a wicked Admin- 
istration of a cxntemptible Gorernment, too 
weak to arrest and punish him if be shall de- 
sert. I tbink that in such a case, to silence the 
agitator and save the boy is not only constitu- 
tional, but withal a great mercy. 

If I be wrong on this question of constitu- 
tional power, my error lied in beliering that 
certain proceedings are constitutional when, 
in cases of rebellion or invasion, the public 
safety requires them, which would not be con 
stitutional when, in absence of rebellion or 
invasion, tbe public safety does not require 
tbem; in other words, that tbe Constitution is 
not, in its application, in all respects the same, 
in eases of rebellion or invasion involving the 
public tafety, as it is in times of profound 
peace and public security. The Constitution 
itself makes tbe distinction; and I can 
no more be persuaded that the Government 
can constitutionally take no strong measures 
in t;me of rebellion, because it can be shown 
that the same could not be lawfully taken iu 
time of peace, than I can be persuaded that a 
particular drug is not good medicine for a sick 
man, because it can be shown to not be good 
food for a well one. Nor am I able to appre- 
ciate tbe danger apprehended by the meeting 
that tbe American people will, by means ot 
military arrests drring the rebellion, lose the 
right ot public discussion, the liberty of speech 
and tbe press, the law of evidence, trial by 
jury, and habeas corpus, throughout the indefi- 
nate peaceful future which I trust lies before 
them, any more than I am able to believe that 
a man could contract so strong an appetite for 
emetics during temporary illness as to persist 
in feeding upon them during the remainder of 
his healthful life. 

In giving the resolutions that earnest con- 
sideration which you request of me, 1 cannot 
overlook the fact tbat the meeting speak as 
"Democrats." Nor can I, with full respect for 
tbeir known intelligence, and the fairly pre- 
sumed deliberation with which they prepared 
tbeir resolutions, be permitted to suppose that 
this occurred by accident, or in any way other 
than tbat tbey preferred to designate them- 
selves "Democrats'' rather than "American 
citizens." In this time of national peril I 
would have preferred to meet you upon a level 
one step higher than any party platform; be* 
cause I am sure that, from such more elevated 
position, we could do better battle for the 
country we all love than we possibly can from 
those lower ones where, from the force of 
habit, the prejudices of the past, and selfish 
hopes of the future, we are sure to expend 
much of our ingenuity and strength iu finding 
fault with and aiming blows at each other. 
But, since you have denied me this, I will yet 
be thankful, for the country's sake, that not 
all Democrats bave done so. He on whose 
discretionary judgment Mr. Vallandigbam 
was arrested and tried is a Democrat, having 
no old party affinity with me; and the judge 
who rejected the constitutional view expressed 
in tbese resolutions, by refusing to dis- 
cbarge Mr. Vallandigbam on habeas corpus, is 
a Democrat of better days than these, having 
received his judicial mantle at the hands of 
President Jackson. And still more, of all 
those Democrats who are nobly exposing their 
lives and shedding tbeir blood on the battle- 
field, I bave learned that many approve the 
course taken with Mr. Vallandigham, while I 
have not heard of a single one condemning it. 
I i nr. not assert that there are none such. And 
tbe name of President Jackson recalls an in- 
cident of pertinent history. After the battle 
of New Orleans, and while the fact that the 
treaty of pence had been concluded was well 
known in tbe city, but before official knowl- 
edge of it bad arrived. Gen. Jackson still 
maintained martial o" military law. Now 
tbat it could be said the war was over, the 
clsmor against martial law, which had existed 
from the first, grew more furious. Among 
other things a Mr. Louaillier published a de- 
nunciatory newspaper article. Gen. Jackson 
arrested him. A lawyer by the name of Mo- 
rel procured the United States Judge ( Ball) to 
order a writ of habeas corpus to reliere Mr. 
Louaillier. Gen. Jackson arrested both the 
lawyer and the judge. A Mr. Hollander 
ventured to say of some part of the 
matter that "it was a dirty trick." Gen. 
Jackson arrested bim. When the officer 
undertook to serve the writ of habeas corpus. 
Gen. Jackson took it from him, and sent him 
away with a copy. Holding the Judge in 
custody a few days, the General sent htm be- 
yond the limits of his encampment, and set 
bim at liberty, with an order to remain Mil 
tbe ratification of peace should be regularly 
announced, or until the British should hare 



left tbe Southern const. A day or two more 
elapsed, the ratificat on of the treaty of peace 
whs regularly announced, and the Judge and ' 
others were iully liberated. A few days more, ' 

and tbe Judge called General Jacksox into 
court and fined him a thousand dollars for 
having arrested him and the others named. 
The General paid the fine, and there the m*t- ; 
ter rested for nearly thirty years, when Con- 
gress refunded principal and interest. The 
late Senator Douglas, then in the House of 
' Representatives, took a leading part in the 
• debates, in which the constitutional question 
: was much discussed. I am not preoared to 
pay whom the journals would show to hare 
voted for the measure. 

It may be remaike.l; First, that we had the 
-ame Constitution then as now; secondly, that 
we then had a ca.-e of invasion, and now we 
1 bave a ease of rebellion; and, thirdly, that 
the permanent right of the people to public 
discussion, tbe liia-rty of speech and ♦ the 
! press, tbe trial by jury, the law of evidence, 
hnd the habeas corpus suffered no detriment 
Whatever by that conduct of General Jackson, 
; or its subsequent approval by the American 
Congress. 

And yet let me say, that, in my own dis- 
cretion, I do not know whether I would have 
ordered tbe arrest of Mr. Vallandigham. 
While I cannot shift the responsibility from 
myself, I bold that, as a general rule, the com- 
mander in the field is the better judge of the 
necessity in any particular case. Of course I 
must practice a general directory and revisory 
power in the matter. 

One of the res ihitions expresses the opinion 
ot the meeting that arbitrary arrests will have 
the effect to divide and distract those who 
should be united in suppressing the rebellion, 
and I am specially called on to discharge Mr. 
VHllandigham. I regard this act as at least a 
fair appeal to me on the expediency of exer- 
cising a constitution a1 power which I think 
exists. In response to such appeal I hare to 
say it gave me pain when I learned that 
Mr. Vallandigham had been arrested — thai is, I 
was pained that there should have seemed to 
be a necessity for arresting him — and that it 
w ill nfford me grnat pleasure to discharge him 
so soon as lean, by any means, believe the 
public safety will not suffer by it. I further 
say that, as the war progresses, it appears to 
me tbat opinion and action, which were in 
great confusion at first, take shape and fall in- 
to more regular channels, so that the necessity 
for strong dealing with tbem gradually de- 
creases. I have every reason to desire that it 
should cease altogether, and far from the least 
is my regard for the opinions and wishes of 
those who, like the meeting at Albany, de- 
clare tbeir purpose to sustain the Government 
in every constitutional and lawful measures to 
suppress the rebellion. Still I must continue 
to do so much as may Eeem to be required by 
the public Bafety. A. LINCOLN.

Radicalism is thb Sixth Distbict.— We 
publish in another etjlumn a long letter from 
Mr. M. M. Benton. The letter contains two 
prominent ideas, one of which exhibits a cer- 
tain description of insanity, and the other 
either the densest ignorance or the silliest and 
most barefaced duplicity. We will briefly no- 
tice them in their order. 

The first of these two ideas is that Mr. Ben- 
ton himself and not the Union State Conven- 
tion is authorized to speak for the Union party 
of Kentucky. Of course no words -can adda 
skade to the perfect absurdity of this idea. Its 
absurdity is perfectly colossal. The Union ; 
State Convention was perhaps the completest 
representative convention ever held in Ken- 
tacky. The convention, thus complete, unani- 
mously adopted a platform. The platform was 
adopted indeed not only unanimously but en- 
thusiastically. After the adoption of the plat- 
form, however, Mr. Benton, who was present 
as a delegate, arose and asked permission to 
record hi9 dissent from the platform. The 
permission was courteously granted, and Mr. 
Benton, solitary and alone in the presence of 
the convention, stood up and repudiated the 
platform, which the convention had just adopt- 
ted without a dissenting voice and with ev- 
ery mark of enthusiastic approval. The con- 
vention then adjourned. Under these circum- 
9t£n<is, Mr. Benton now comes forward, and 
claims that not the Union State Convention 
but be himself represents the Union party of 
Kentucky. He modestly reads the Union 
State Convention out of the Union party! 
Nay, he most humbly reads the Union party 
out of itself! ! 

Possibly Mr. Benton is sincere in this as- 
sumption, but, if he is, it is to be regretted 
that his insanity is not of a type sufficiently 
mild to allow him to keep the assumption to 
himself. He himself would then be much 
easier to keep. When Burke, visiting a mvi- 
house, asked an inmate who seemed to be ra- 
tional why he was there, the lunatic replied: 
"I said the world was crazy, and the world 
said I was crazy, and, a9 tbe majority was 
against me, I had to submit." If it ware alto- 
gither rational to counsel a raver, we would 
recommend thesubmissiveness of this bedlam- 
ite to Mr. Benton, who unfortunately has the 
hallucination without the philosophy of his 
crazy exemplar. Mr. Benton, notwithstand- 
ing the overwhelming odds against him, in- 
sists upon trying to put the world in a mad- 
house. He outherods Herod. If Burke had 
met Benton in bedlam instead of the other 
bedlamite, the great orator most certainly 
would never have put the question he did. 
The symptoms in that event wsuld have 
spoken for tbe malady plainly enough. 

The other prominent idea of Mr. Benton's 
letter is that Fernando Wood is authorized to 
spiak for the Democracy of the North, which 
if under the circumstances not so insane is 
jnst as false as the idea that Mr. Benton him- 
self is authorized to speak for the Union party 
of Kentucky. So far as truth is concerned, 
tbe two ideas are of a piece. The Democracy

In proof 0 f thi8i we nee4 on , y 
point to T be resolutions adopted by the Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature of Pennsyl- 
vsnia, by the Democratic members of the 
Legislature of New York, by the Democratic 
State Committee of New York, by the Demo- 
cratic Mass Meeting of Indiana, and even by 
tbe Ohio Democratic State Convention, which 
under the rery fiercest prorogation sternly re- 
fused to sanction the Peace movement. In 
further proof of the same truth, we may point 
to the express and emphatic declarations of 
such Democratic journals as the Boston Post, 
the Boston Courier, the New York Journal of 
Commerce, the New York World, the Albany 
Argus, the Buffalo Courier, the Detroit Free 
Press, and the Indianapolis Sentinel. In short, 
tbe acknowledged organs of the Northern De- 
mocracy, without exception, repudiate the 
doctrines of the Peace faction. The peace 
faction is at war with the Northern Democra- 
cy. 

Fernando Wood's Peace Meeting, whose 
addnss Mr. Benton with astounding falseness 
affirms is the embodiment of the principles of 
tbe Northern Democracy, was called in defi- 
ance of the Democracy of New York as repre- 
sented by Governor Seymour, was repudiated 
in advance by all the recognized exponents of 
tho Democracy of the Empire State, and since 
it was held has been condemned by the recog- 
nized exponents of the Northern Democracy 
everywhere. The measures and doctrines of 
the addrers of the Peace Meeting bave ^een 
rejected universally by the Northern Democ- 
racy. This fact is notorious. And yet Mr. 
Benton parades the address as an authorita- 
tive exposition of the views of the Northern 
Democracy. Such manipulation can arise 
from only one of two sources. It can arise 
only from the densest ignorance or from the 
silliest and most barefaced duplicity. We 
gladly waive the question as to which of 
theso two sources the manipulation is owing. 
We in courtesy remit the question to tbe pub- 
lic. 

Mr. Benton, referring to the resolution ot 
the Union platform which hails "with pleas- 
urable hope the recent manifestations of con- 
servative sentiment among the people of tbe 
nou-slaveholding States in their late elec- 
tions," and regards "the same as an earnest 
of a good purpose on their part to co-operate 
with all other loyal citizens— give security to 
vhe rights of every section and maintain the 
Union and the Co jtitutien as they were or- 
dained by the founders of the republic," 
says: 

The effort is to hitch the Union party of 
Kentucky on to the Democracy of the North. 

This ebullition is characteristic of the radi- 
cal temper. The "effort" is simply to gire 
the hsnd of welcome to those true men of the 
North who in standing by the Union and the 
Constitution stand with the Union party of 
Kentucky. The "effort" is not "to titch the 
Union party of Kentucky on to the Democra- 
cy of the North, or to hitch the Democracy 
of the North on to the Union party of Ken- 
tucky, but to recognize the cheering fact that 
the Democracy of the North in common with 
the Union party of Kentucky is hitched on to 
the government. May they together prore a 
team strong enough and true enough safely to 
draw the peerless rehicleof constitutional lib- 
erty to the goal of rictory and of peace! Such 
is the "effort;" and it is mode by the Union 
party itself, speaking formally and deliberate- 
ly through its State Convention. But the ef- 
fort of Mr. Benton is to hitch the Union party 
of Kentucky on to the abolition party of the 
North; and he makes the effort in defiance of 
the expressed will of the Union party of Ken- 
tucky, and at the hazard of promoting the tri- 
umph of the rebellion in the State. What he 
says here is nothing more or less than an im- 
peachment of the Union party as a party. He 
impeaches the Union party for not hitching 
itself on to tbe abolition party of the North. 
This is tbe amount of what be says. He does 
not recriminate upon any particular member 
or members of the Union party but upon the 
Union party itself. His recrimination, if of- 
fered by a professed eneasy of tbe party, would 
be at least intelligible; but, coming from a 
professed friend, it is purely ridiculous.

be tolerated as a citizen of the United States 
who is unwilling to recognize an obligation 
not to take up arms against it or to gire aid 
and comfort by word or deed to its enemies. 
The expression as to giving aid and comfort 
it by many misunderstood. The Government 
itself, in a certain sense, gives comfort to reb- 
els in prison when it feeds them and shelters 
them and lodges them. Fathers and mothers 
and sisters are allowed to give comfort to 
their paroled rebel sons and brothers by feed- 
ing them and ministering to all their personal 
wants. There is nothing in this inconsistent 
with the obligations of the oath. Those who 
take the oath are perfectly at liberty to give 
personal aid and comfort to the rebel friend 
who fall in their way — to aid and comfort 
them as friends and fellow-men. They sim- 
ply take an obligation not to aid and comfort 
tbe rebels as rebels — in other words not to as- 
sist them in any way to promote the cause of 
the rebellion. 

And so in regard to "fellowship with the 
Confederate States and Confederate armies." 
A man may tske the oath and have as much 
personal fellowship, intercourse, or oommun- 
ion with a rebel or a rebel-sympathiser as he 
pleases. Such fellowship is a rery different 
thing from fellowship with rebels in their dis- 
loyal purposes and efforts. But the oath says 
nothing about fellowship with rebel indiridu- 
als at all. It embraces only a disclaimer of 
all fellowship with "tbe Confederate States 
and Confederate armies," and surely no one 
acknowledging fellowship with them can have 
a right to expect to be tolerated under a gov- 
ernment with which tbey are at war. 

The oath is right. Any citizen, who does 
not mean to avail himself of the advantages 
of his position as a citizen to war upon or be- 
tray the government he lives under, can take 
it conscientiously if he construes it correctly. 

Raid on ftjanontTM and Matsyilli. — A 
force of about 2"0 Kentucky rebels, under 
Colonel Peter Everett, of Col. Preston's (late 
Marshall's) command, entered Flemingsburg 
Saturday about 1 1 o'clock, and held it four 
hours. They stole a large number of horses, 
and a considerable amount of other property, 
but in other respects behaved very well. They 
were mostly exchanged prisoners, returned by 
way of City Point on the 24, and Lynchburg 
on tbe 3d inst. They immediately rejoined 
their command, and by forced marches — not 
sleeping forj five nights— reached Flemings- 
burg Saturday. On the night previous they 
put to flight, near Howard's Mills, on Slate 
Creek, Bath county, tbe Uth Kentucky, driv- 
irs: it into Mount Sterling, whero it remained 
until these 250 undisciplined renegades visited 
their former friends, and plundered the coun- 
ty of 1,000 horses, leaving none in return. At 
one time during tbeir stay at Flemingsburg 
the invaders were greatly alarmed by the re- 
port that tbe 10th Kentucky was coming, but 
of course soon discovered tbat it was a false 
alarm. They paroled the chivalrous Captain 
Sutherland, of the ram Queen of the West no- 
toriety, while bis better halt — the secession 
widow of Mississippi, of whom our readers 
hare already been told— wared her handker- 
chief for Jeff Daris and his horse-thiering fol- 
lowers. Tbey then went to Maysrille and 
robbed the citizens of sixteen thousand dol- 
lars in goods and money, and destroyed and 
took away Government property to the amount 
of four thousand dollars. They left on tbe 
Orangeburg road, on Sun-lay, in the direction 
of the Big Sandy. 

Tub Mt. Stbiilino Raid.— We have learned 
a few additional particulars in regard to the 
late rebel raid near Mt. Sterling, Ky. The 
Federal force numbered only seventy men. 
Tbey were attacked by about three hundred 
rebels, near a place called Mudlick Springs, 
in Bath county. In the engagement the Fed- 
erals lost nine killed, three mortally wounded, 
and twelve prisoners. Major R. T. Williams 
came up with reinforcements, but his men 
soon broke and scattered, and could not again 
be rallied. They fell back upon Mt. Sterling, 
and were followed by the rebels to within a 
few miles of the town. The paroles of the 
Federal prisoners were all signed by William 
Cabell Breckinridge, from which it may be 
inferred that he was in command. In tbe 
skirmish in Bath couuty, Major Williams was 
wounded in the shoulder, and Lieut. Miller 
was shot through the body. Both of these 
officers behaved with great gallantry in the 
affair.

in Kentucky Mr. Benton deliberately rejects

that be displays a motto which exposes rather 
than expresses the sentiment that inspires his 
action.

He whom 
Mr. Benton justly designates the great Clay 
would have regarded such a use of the motto 
as a foul abuse. And it is. We tbink Mr. 
Benton would manifest a greater sense of 
fitness 83 well as greater candor if he displayed 
this motto : "The administration— it can never 
be wrong— but, right or wrong, I am for the 
administration." This at any rate would be 
a compendious expressi&n of his political creed. 
The great Clay never harbored such a creed as 
this. He never countenanced such a creed. 
Fer from it. Every act of his glorious life 
was a lofty and scornful protest against such 
a creed. And is there in the Sixth Congres- 
sional District a voter with a spark of the 
spirit of the great Clay or with a spark of the 
spirit of a man who will not protest likewise 
against a creed so hostile to the maxims of 
liberty and so abhorrent to the very instincts 
of freemen? We trust not. 

It is not a matter for conjecture as to how 
the great Clay, if he were now living, would 
loe k upon the administration party, into which 
Mr. Benton and his factious associates are rig- 
orously seeking to merge the Union party of 
Kentucky at the risk of merging Kentucky 
herself into the rebellion. His own words 
leave no room for conjecture on this point. 
' I have had," said the great Clay, when the 
party now in power was forming, and with 
special reference to the formition of the party, 
"great hopes and confidence in tbe Whig party, 
as being most likely to conduce to the honor, 
the prosperity, and the glory of my country. 
But if it is to be merged into a contemptible 
abolition party, and if abolitionism is to be 
engrafted on the Whig creed, from that mo- 
ment I renounce the party and cease to be a 
Whig. I go a step further: If I am alive, I 
will give my humble support for the Presi- 
dency to thHt man, to whatever party he 
may belong, who is uncontaminated with 
fanaticism, rather than to one who, cry- 
ing out all tbe time and aloud that he is a 
Whig, maintains doctrines utterly subversive 
of tbe Constitution and the Union." If the 
great Clay wculd have thus repudiated a party 
on whose creed abolitionism was engrafted, 
with what augmented scorn would he, if he 
were alive to-day, repudiate a party of whose 
creed abol i'ionism is not a graft but tbe roots 
stock, and branches! We cill upon those ga'- 
lant patriots of tbe Sixth District in whom the 
spirit of the great Clay survives to act unde r 
the inspiration of that noble spirit at the bal 
lot-box in August. Let them do this, and all 
will be well iu their District. They win then 
send to Congress a man who will work with 
and not against the venerable Crittenden— the 
great compeer of the great Clay. The true 
and patriotic Menzies could ask for no mightier 
auxiliary than the spirit Mr. Benton himself 
would conjure up. If the spirit of the great 
Clay is abroad in the Sixth District on the 3d 
of Au-ust, the majority of Mr. Menzies will 
be undoubtedly a towering and shining one- 
But we have insensibly prolonged our re- 
marks quite beyond the limits we had pre- 
scribed to ourselves. 

One word more. Mr. Benton, while stig- 
matizing the platform of the Union party of 
Kentucky as "the offspring of aspiring politi- 
cians for plate" who "in their zeal for promo- 
tion" overlook "the true interest and welfare 
of the country," avows that he himself is de- 
voted singly to his country. We hope that 
he sincerely thinks he is. But how does he 
expect to benefit his country by promoting the 
triumph of the rebellion in Kentucky? This 
is what we do not understand, on the hy- 
pothesis of Mr. Benton's sincerity, which 
we shall not take the trouble to dispute. 
The Union party of Kentucky is organ- 
ized on the basis adopted by the Union 
State Conrention. This basis is the test of 
membership of the Union party. The 
sionista of the State repudiate th 
the reason that it does not go far enough; 
Mr. Benton and his faction repudiate it 
because it goes too far. The two factions re- 
pudiate tbe basis of the Union party for oppo- 
site reasons, but they both repudiate it, and 
both seek to organize themselves on bases 
respectirely different from the basis of the 
Union party. Both are accordingly hostile to 
the Union party, and each for this reason con- 
tributes at once to the success of the other and 
to tbe defeat of the Union party. Mr. Benton 
and his faction are thus in effect the allies of 
the secessionists against the Union party, and, 
being the weakest of the three divisions, sim- 
ply promote, as the net result of their action, 
the triumph of the secessionists. There is no 
escape from this conclusion. 

If, therefore, Mr. Benton is in truth deroted 
singly to bis country, as he says he is, it must 
at least be owned tbat he has a rery complex 
way of showing hi3 single devotion. It really 
dees seem to us tbat a gentleman who so freely 
charges the Union majority of the General 
Assembly and the whole Union State Con- 
vention with sacrificing the welfare of the 
country to a zeal for their personal advance- 
ment should bare a simpler or at all erents a 
more intelligible way of manifesting his own 
disinterested and superlatire derotion to the 
welfare of the conntry. We respectfully sub- 
mit to Mr. Benton, that, until he finds or 
invents such away and employs it, the public 
will be apt to rate his laudation of his own pa- 
triotism and his disparagement of that of 
others at pretty much tbe same figure And 
in our opinion the public should be pardoned 
fer so judging. Self-praise is said to be at 
best half scandal, and Mr. Benton, with the 
true radical distaste for half-way measures, 
rounds off the partial scandal inrolred in the 
celebration of himself by rilifying all the 
prominent members of the party he has be- 
trayed and is laboring to destroy. Mr. Benton 
may be in motire a second Cato, but his acts 
are certainly those of a firebrand and a calum- 
niator. And by his acts we judge him.

It is matter fer no little gratailation to every 
lover ot the Constitution, to every loyal pa- 
triot, tbat President Lioeoln has thus placed 
in taxgible form before the public what there 
is of reason, or its semblance, in support of 
his usurped power to abridge and pnnish free- 
dom of speech and of the press. It is what 
he and bis advisers in and out of tbe Cabinet 
have to present it his behalf at tbe bar of 
reason. Let not the flimsy and wholly inade- 
quate character of tbe reasoning induce an 
inference of any deficiency in bun or them. 
Tbe fault is not theirs, it is not from any lack 
of capacitv in them to do justice to the sub- 
ject, tor tbe argument is really as good, just at 
plausible as any tbat has been or can be made 
on that side or tbe question. It is howerer so 
discursive and unmethodical as necessarily to 
impart mucb of the same quality to this brief 
notice of it. 

The first noticeable thing which it presents 
is his seiz.ng boll of tbe feet stated in one ot 
the Albany resolutions that the great safe- 
guards to free speech, free press, and personal 
liberty were adopted into the Federal Consti- 
tution after the close of the revolution, for the 
sake of making what he no doubt deems a 
telling retort. He asks whether the demoa- 
siration would not have been better, if it could 
have been truly said, tbat these safeguards 
had been adopted during our revolution in- 
stead of after its close. During tbe revolu- 
tion they could not have been so adopted into 
tbe Federal Constitution, for <t then bad no 
existence: but those safeguards were taken al- 
most verbatim from the constitutions of sev- 
. eral of tbe larger States which were made da- 
ring the actual pendency of tbe revolutionary 
war and for the rule of gorernment in an ac- 
tually existing ciril war. As an exposition 
of the views of tbe framers of the Constitu- 
tion, as % revolutionary authority to prove 
that those safeguards were specially meant for 
times of war and civil commotion, the prece- 
dents from tbe ccu.-r.'wtions of those Stttes 
are fully as authoritative as if the Federal 
Constitution itself had been adopted during 
tbe rerolution. 

To escape from those safeguards, he asserts 
tbat tbe military arrest, trial, and banishment 
of Mr. Vallandigham. was not a holding him to I 
answer for a capital or otherwise "infamous 
crime,'' nor were tbe proceedings against him 
a "criminal prosecution." The effrontery of 
mere denial cancot go beyond this. What 
classification must a crime belong to which is 
pet infamous, yet justifies its punishment by 
close imprisonment for life, according to the 
sentence of the ccurt-martisil, or to banish- 
ment for life, according to the illegal alterat on 
of tbe President? He does not tell us, and 
ingenuity will waste its astuteness in any 
effort to ascertain. Tbe whole burthen of bis 
attempt to justify tbe punishment is by affirm- 
ing that the speeches of Mr. Vallandigbam 
wete aiding and assisting the enemy, or in 
other words were quasi treasonable — it least 
tbey were tbe perpetration of moral treason. 
There being no legal punishment, as he 
wrongfully affirms, for the supposed offence, 
he makes the absence of all such law the very 
foundation of his claim to inflict the punish- 
ment. Tbe Constitution baring carefully de- 
fined treason and precluded that engine of 
tyranny constructire treason, and Congress 
not baring, as be alleges, provided any penal- 
tr for such an offence, he undertakes ex pott 
facto, to create this new constructive treason 
and punish it by a penalty of bis own enact- 
ing. Verily. Mr. Lincoln, this is sad work 
you are making with our Constitution, if you 
prove tbat it gives you such latitudinous dis- 
cretion to tyrannize over the liberties of your 
countrymen, as to bis denial that Mr . Val 
landigbam's persecution was a "criminal pros- 
ecution within tbe meaning of the Constitu- 
tion, it must astound every man of sense. 
There is no denying tbat it ia a criminal pros- 
ecution of some sort and of course must fail 
within the broad comprehensive prohibition of 
all prosecutions except those legally made with 
the aid of jary trial. The only exception is 
that carefully made by the Constitution itself, 
for the punishments, by military courts, of 
perrons employed ia the military service, 
tbe making of which exception conclu- 
sively proves the intention to exclude any 
other. Tbe theory of the Constitution ia, 
that it ia fer better crime should ro unpunish- 
ed, than that its punishment should be entrust- 
ed to anybody but courts and juries. The re- 
cent glorious meetings of the people to protest 
against the punishment of Mr. Vallandigham 
sbow tbat such is the national understanding, 
with a fixed resolve not to be robbed of their 



more, that if this be not tru* then he was ia:- 
property arrested and puaisssnd. Weil, toi* is 
not true. So fer from it, he m Congress 
did not rote against tbe bmo and mon— 
ey the President ashed mad said not 
one word in tbe speech for which 
he was punished, to prevent the rnawanj of 
trcaps. or to encourage desertion from the ar- 
my. If be had done both or either, thaw am 
would hare come within tbe act of O iB p tsBj 
d< fining and punishing the offence, for which 
he could and certainly would bare beer* ade- 
quately punished by the Courts; so that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lincoln's owa worst showsxg, 
there was not even the miserable pretext of 
rublic necessity for bis punishment by th* 
military. If by a circuitous course of ratiocin- 
ation be means to contend that every speech 
made in opposition to the justice and policy hf 
tbe war, in some slight degree tends to dis- 
courage enlistment and encourage itssBtllosn 
then to that extant there is semblance of 
truth in his affirmation, otherwise that* ks 
none. But such slight prejudice to a rigoroM 
prosecution of the war is but an u envoi labia 
incident to tbe exercise of tree speech, and in 
altogether of too problematical and trivial a 
character to induce the nation to acquiesce ia 
the suppressiOB of tbat inestimable right. A

In March last I saw at Chattanooga some 
twelve hundred prisoners who vser* captured 
by Yan Dorn near Franklin, Tennesse. They 
had all been deprived of their overcoats, 
blankets, and knapsacks by order o f General 
Bragg, and when 1 saw them they had been 
two days and one night crowded in miserable 
box-cars, with nothing to eat ! A Major came 
np to me with a pencil in his hand, which he 
wished me to purchase, stating that he had no 
money that be could use, and he was perish- 
ing for something to eat. (There were num- 
bers of women and boys around them with 
pies to sell at fifty cents apiece.) I nave him 
fifty dollars for his pencil, taking care to do it 
secretly, and told him to distribute it among 
his friends, and I then went to the Comman- 
der of the Post, and hurried him up with his 
rations. I with I could say this was an isola- 
ted case of cruel treatment of prisoner*, but, 
f o far as my observation goes, it accords with 
the general practice. 

One other fact I will mention here, which 
was told me by the Quartermaster who buried 
the dead at I nrfreeeboro. Those who were 
killed in the battle, and all who died of their 
wounds in town before the army fell back, 
were stripped of all tbeir clothing — officers and 
men — and buried entirely naked. The excuse 
was that "our boys needed the clothing." 

Is it necessary to pursue tbe snbpect any fur- 
ther to show that the barbarities charged upon 
the Union army by the rebels are the very dis- 
gust isg and depraved acts which they them- 
selves have committed?

Daring Audacity of t*e Rebels. 

One of the most daring and huardons raids 
ever attempted has taken place in Indiana.

From Cory don 
couriers were despatched to the commandant 
at New Albany, and to other places where 
Home Guards or soldiers were stationed, and 
soon the whole country was in a blaze of ex- 
citement and alarm. The Home Guards at 
Mitchell were instantly dispatched to meet the 
marauding invaders, who made their next ap- 
pearance at Paoli, in Orange county, where the 
Mitchell Home Guards, numbering sixty, met 
and gave them battle. This was Thursday 
afternoon some time — our informant did not 
exactly stnte.

late last night, he mustered all the soldiers 
that were able to bear arms and sent them 
early this morning to Salem, in Washington 
county, to intercept, if possible, the further 
advance of the rebel-robbers.

Last night the guerillas were 
reported within six miles of Salem, and it was 
thought they would reach there some time in 
the Light A small force had assembled to 
meet them, but not much could be expected 
from them, as they are undisciplined and 
have to contend against veteran traope, 
and cavalry at that.

Administration. As between the American 
and the Frenchman, we think the former the 
greater artiirt. The soil of America does not 
mean to be excel el by that of Europe, even 
in the production of courties and sycophants. 
The genius of Mr. Doolittle would seem O 
have been cramped bv the accident of bia 
birth in a land of liberty ; but it is the prerog- 
ative of ge nius te triumph over obstacles and 
difficulties, and he is to be congratulated upon 
a course of events which has enabled him to 
manifest a slavish subserviency to power 
w^ich the creatures of Louis Napoleon may 
contemplate with admiration and despair." 

We may add that Mr. Doolittle has not al- 
ways manifested tins slavish disposition or 
expressed these abject views. Nor were his 
better days very long ago. In a speech deliv- 
erei in the Senate on the 2d of May, 1862, he 
said: 

Sw, 1 repeat that never before in this body, 
nor in any legislative body the sun ever shone 
upou, were there graver questions raised than 
these. And jet undsr all this responsibili- 
ty, there are gentlemea who, in their eager- 
ness to press this meamre to a vote, smile at 
constitutional scruples aud responsibilities. 
Sir, I am not one of those; I confess that I 
can jpin fully in the language of my colleague, 
and say, when I am presse d to act upon ques- 
tions involving such great responsibilities, 
that 1 do so with asenss-of apprehension — not 
the fear of any man here or elsewhere, for I 
know no master on earth, bat the fear that 
in the presence of that God before whom I 
have taken an oath to support the Constitu- 
tion, I may be pressed under the excitement 
of the moment when passion rules the hour, 
to trample it under my feet. 

Mr. President we are in arms to-day, we 
are at war, for what? It is-for this very Con- 
stitat on; to maintain, protect, and defend its 
supremacy in every States — everywhere, from 
Maine to Texas. To maintain that suprema- 
cy, we send our sons to the battle-field, we 
stake all we have and all we are; and I should 
regard myself wanting in manhood, as cow- 
sroly shrinking from thee performance of my 
duty, if, while my sons and my countrymen 
are in the field fighting the enemy, meeting 
danger and death in every form, I should not 
sund here for the defence of the Constitution 
by every power God has given mc, let it be 
assailed from what quarter it may. The onlv 
fear I have is that I may not defend it as 'l 
should. 

Mr. President, that Constitution, let me say, 
1 is just as supreme in reserving powers from 
this Government as it is in granting powers 
to it; just as supreme in withholding as in 
conferring power. H thia Government or 
any branch of it, if Congress, or the Execu- 
tive, cr tbe Supreme Court, shall undertake to 
overturn its prov : sions and to tram launder 
their feet the righto naerred to the St ices a ad 
to the people by it it is just as much an at- 
tempt at revolution and rebellion as when the 
men in the insurrectionary States undertake 
to trample under their feet the powers which 
by it are given to this Government Either 
is revolution: and, if either succeeds, it is an 
end to our whole system of republican govern- 
ment. If the doctrine shall once prevail and 
be acqoiesced in by this Government and by 
the people of the United States that the Con- 
stitution can be overborne, that this Federal 
Government can usurp pawers which are not 
delegated, but are expressly reserved to the 
States, the days of this Republic are already 
passed; the days of th<i empire have 
begun; we are preparing to re-enact on 
perbBpe a grander scale, the history of the de- 
cline and fall of the empire of Rome. 'The 
maintenance inviolate of the rights of the 
States, and especially the right of each State 
to order and control its own domestic institu- 
tions according to its own judgment exclusive- 
ly, is essestial to that balance of power on 
which the perfection and endurance of our 
political fabric depend. ' Without that they 
cease to be States at all, and the Federal Gov- 
ernment becomes one vast consolidated em- 
pire. This was as true in the beginning as it 
was in 1860, when- we made it the pledge upon 
which we came into power; and it will be 
true forever, whether men in the heat and 
] ass ion of this hour shall heed it or trample it 
under their feet.

A reconnoissance by tbe Switzerland on the 
3d discovered a battery of six field-pieces and 
a regiment of infantry holding the shore. Tne 
Switzerland engaged them and was struck 
seve n times, one shot severing the steam pipe. 
The next day the damage was repaired, and 
Capt. Walker, with the Lafayette and Pitta- 
burg, silenced tbe battery and burned the 
town, together with a large amount of com- 
missary stores. The river is now clear be- 
tween Port Hudson and Vicksburg. 

Baltimore, June 17. 
Reliable information relative to the inva- 
sion is that the small force of rebels, not ex- 
ceeding 2,500, which crossed the Potomac 
at Williamsport on Sunday evening, evidently 
in pursuit of Gen. Kelly's baggage train, ar- 
rived at Harrisonburg last evening. This 
force rtassed through Hagerstown and entered 
Cumberland.

powers which are necessary to meet even the 
exigencies of civil war. It is just as perfect 
in tbis as in every other respect It meets all 
tbe necessities ot our situation, whether of 
war, insurrection, or peace. The idea that at 
any time, for one single hour, this Constitu- 
tion, because civil war exists, is dissolved or 
gives way to martial taw, as to something 
higher and above itself, at the discretion or ca- 
price of the President or Congress, or both to- 
gether, is a heresy as fatal to free government 
and as full of all evil as the whisperings of 
Satan to Eve in the garden of Eden. No, sir, 
no. The Constitution is just as much above 
martial law as it is above civil law. From it 
alone are derived all the powers of the Gov- 
ernment, and under it alone can they be exer- 
cised. 

The spirit here manifested and the views 
expressed are such as befit a patriot a states- 
man, and a freeman; they are as different 
from the spirit and the views of Mr. Doolittle's 
Chicago speech as light is from darkness or as 
patriotic manliness is from partisan servility. 
Tbe contrast or the contradiction is instructive. 
It shows how thoroughly within the last year 
the radicals have subjugated the conservatives 
of the Republican party, and how much the 
hope of tbe people and of the Union de- 
pends on the overthrow of that ruinous 
party at the ballot-box. The Republican 
party is now out and out a radical party 
— an abolition party — a revolutionary par- 
ty—a Jacobin party — a disunion party. 
Upon its overthrow at the ballot-box depends 
the suppre ssion of the rebellion, the salvation 
of the country, and the welfare of the cause of 
human liberty.

This murder was committed within the rebel 

lines. 

Cairo, June 18. 
Considerable excitement has prevailed at 
Columbus and Hickman for the past day or 
two in consequence of an anticipated attack 
by the rebels. 

Tbe steamer Platteville was fired into at 
Bradford's on ber way up and was struck six 
times. One shell penetrated the ladies's cabin, 
one jassed through tbe pilot-house, and two 
entered the hull, where one of them explode<l. 
A large number of musket and rifle balls 
struck the boat The barber and two soldiers 
were killed, and several passengers were 
wounded. The boat was attempting to land 
for cotton, claimed by three passengers, who 
were evidently in collusion with the rebel3. 
They were arrested and brought here. 

New York, June 18. 
On the night of the 11th a large English 
steamer attempted to run into Charleston via 
Lamford's Channel, but was fired into and 
sunk by our blockading vessels. The officers 
and crew set fire to the ship and escaped to 
Mcrris'3 Island. She was totally destroyed.

A man has arrived from the interior of the 
Stale, wbo is directly from the rear of Jjhn 
Eton's army, who says that Johnston can do 
nothing toward dwloelging Grant wi'.-i his 
present force; that in every attack he has suf- 
fered a severe loss in killed and wounded. 

I am told by two gentlemen from tue rear 
of Price's army, who left on the 9th, that that 
officer had a large force in the vicinity of Mil- 
liken's Bend, and that he was destroying cot- 
ton, cotton sheds, aud gius, in ail directions. 

Joe Sexton, half brother of Gen. Forrest, 
the guerilla, was killed a few days ago while 
on a scout. 

The Warrior brings news from Vioksburg 
up to the 12th. Guerillas had landed on tbe 
coiton plantations back of Miliiken's Hen 1, 
capturing negroes, and burned a ce>asiderable 
number of cottoa sheds, gins, and farmiag 
utensils. Tbe rebels were all driven off of 
Do Soto Point last Thw^lay by gun and m jr- 
tar boats. Tbe river is rising, with plenty of 
water to Vicksburg. 

Cairo, June 18. "* 
I left Chickasaw crossing Sunday mglit, ihe 
14th. On Saturday at 2 Jk. M., the approaches 
in front of Sherman's lines were pushed 
through the rebel rifle-pits, and within twen- 
ty feel of one of their bastions. 

The e nemy threw a lighted shell over the 
parapei into the approach, but without dam- 
age, and received in return twenty-three hand 
grenades, twenty of which exploded and 
drove the rebels out And the officers in charge 
of the working party crowded over the para- 
| pet and recovered two of the unexploded 
grenades, one of which ia on its way to the 
, Chicago Board ot Trade. 

The enemy on Friday cut away the timber 
in the rear of his lines, and on Saturday opened 
with eleven-inch shell and two or three siege 
guns. 

Gen. Logan silenced the mortars with bis 
30-pound Parrotts and 12- pounder. 

No shells have been thrown into the city for 
several days, aud all are being directed on the 
enemy s intrenchments. 

Deserters report prothions short tbi ra- 
tions being one pouui ot bacoa and a corres- 
ponding piece ot coarse bread mads of black 
peas una corn meal — about one third the usiaaI 
rations. 

It is almost impossible for rebel soldiers to 
desert and but lew come into our lines. 

Pemberton threatens to hold out until tbe 
last man, horse, and dog has been eaten; bat 
be need not wait for that, as his lines must 
give way before that time, and it is evident 
that he is not building new ones. He can 
plant no new guns within range nor ii3e those 
of the main works, as our rirle-pits are within 
one hundred yards and in some places loss 
than fifty leet. 

Vicksburg must fall when General Gr.int 
crders it but he may wait a few days to 3ave 
his men. 

Tne army is in most excellent health and 
ready to follow when led. 

O^terhaus is in command at Black River, 
where he is throwing up heavy works. The 
country is broken and easily defended. John- 
ston could not cross the river with one hun- 
dred thousand men. 

Eighteen thousand soldiers and four thou- 
sand citizens are within the enemy s lines, and 
cannot get away a man or gun. The rebels 
are saving up powder in our unexploded 
shells. Sharpshooting is brisk along the en- 
tire lines. 

A special to the Cincinnati Gazette, dated 
Philadelphia, 18th, says all the stories of the 
interruption of the trains on the Pennsylvania 
Central Railroad, of the taking of Harrisburg, 
of a rebel advance upon Harrisburg, and the 
like, are pure sensational falsehoods. As mat- 
ters look there is every indication that Penn- 
sylvania has simply indulged in a tremendous 
scare, by the side of which tbe Cincinnati 
Ecare is utterly thrown in the shade. 

There is no sufficient proof that a single 
rebel infantry soldier has touched the soil of 
Pennsylvania, or that the small civalry force 
which has thrown the entire North into such 
spasms had any other purpose than to steal 
horses and drugs, and make a reconnoisance 
with a view to Lee's possible future move- 
ments. 

Of course the statements telegraphed west 
yesterday morning that there had been a bat- 
tle between Lee and our forces on the old Bull 
Run battle-field are utterly unfounded. 

The National Intelligencer of this morning 
calls for the restoration of McClellan to the 
command of tbe army of the Potomac. 

A committee of tbe Cincinnati Council is 
here and off to-day on an excursion down the 
bay to Fort Delaware, where a large 
of rebel prisoners are confined. 

The President of the Pennsylvania < 
Railroad announces that the rebels are return- 
ing in force to Harrisburg. 

All tbe rolling stock of the road has been 
orderrd to this end of tbe line. 

From another correspondent dated Philadel- 
phia, June 18, we learn the following: 

Tbe excitement in tbis city in consequence 
of tbe invasion of the State is now subsiding, 
although recruiting and the organization of 
military companies are still going on rapidly. 

The evacuation ot Harper's Ferry appear to 
have been only a temporary movement and it 
is stated that it is again in our possession. 

The news of the departure of the rebel force 
from Cbamberaburg affords the liveliest grati- 
fication to all. 

The President has a special which says that 
General Swell's force is concentrated at Win- 
chester, while the rest of Lee's forces hold 
Hagerstown and such other points as will en- 
able them to operate either against Harrtr- 
burg or Baltimore. 

The object of the rebels, al the present time, 
ii merely a matter of conjecture; but an idea, 
which is prevalent here, and seems to be reas- 
onable enough, is that tbe rebel pointjof attack 
is Baltimore, and that from Baltimore, should 
tbey succeed in captnring it, the next move 
would be on Washington. What seemi to 
give color to thia is, that all the troops coming 
on for the defense of this State are ordered on 
immediately to Baltimore. 

The 7th New York wa3 sent ther<», and 
other troops are pouring in from all parts. 

Wabhinotox, June 10. 
The Aeronautic Corps of the Army of the 
Potomac has been dispensed with. 

The several army corps are steadily assum- 
ing the positions respectively assigned to 
them. 

The first army corps on Sunday marched 23 
miles, Monday 15. Tuesday 30. The distance 
tbe corps marched yesterday is not known, 
but was probably miles. 

Our cavalry engaged in the fight of Wednes- 
day, at Aldie, was under command of Kiipat- 
rick. Tbe rebel cavalry consisted of a- por- 
tion of Fitz Hugh Lee's brigade, commanded 
by the rebel Colon- 1 Rossean. The r»b«I locce 
of cavalry and mounted infantry bad come 
from the direction of Snicker's Gap, and ar- 
rived at Aldie two hours before our force 
reached that point The rebels getting warn- 
ing of Kilpatrick's approach, posted them- 
selves in commanding positions, with! their 
mounted sharp.- hooters placed behind stone 
walls. 

Kilpatrick charged upon the rebel advance 
and drove them furiously through the town, 
the rebels making a stand on the other side, 
where they posted a battery of 4 guns in the 
road to Ashby's Gap, the rebel cavalry post- 
ing themselves along the wooded hills toward 
Snicker's Gap. Here some desperate charges 
were made by our cavalry and that of tbe 
rebels alternately, and after a fight of over 
three hours with varying success, the reb*l 
force seemed to be gaining some adaantages, 
when tie regiment of Col. Dowly, which 
had been delayed from that direction for 
the purpose, came up to tbe contestv, and by 
a desperate charge against the rebel battery of 
4 guns and regiment of mounted Mississippi 
infantry, tbe tide was turned in oar favor, and 
the rebels were routed with loss,, all the toe 
who had not been killed being captured. Bat 
the viotory was dearly bought by the loss of 
the brave Colonel Dowly, who. feU mortally 
wounded. 

The rebel force was the advance of General 
Stuart's cavalry,, who, it is alleged by prieon- 
ers, was advancing through AJdie with the 
expectation of making a new raid.

If ycur heart ia in 
the tight place — if you contemplate the won- 
ders of creation as you should— this utile lo- 
cust will give you p real pleasure. It is one of 
the most beautiful creatures in the insect 
world — elrgant as the oriole among birds, or 
among flowers.

A specie! despatch to the Cincinnati Gaz-me, 
dated Cbicknsnw Bayou, June 8, via Cairo, 
June 10, says: J. T. Pawyer. Esq of Chicago, 
ard Mr. Burnside, of Frecporr, III., bro'her to 
the General, who have just arrived on the St. 
l.ouis, inform me that they this morning 
went on tbe field of the late struggle at Miili- 
ken's Bend, and from them I obtain the most 
reliable and distinct account I have yet heard 
of that a flair. Some To dead boa'.es of negroes 
had been buried, and nearly one hundred 
rebel dead lay unburied, the negroes being de- 
termined to bury their own comrades first. 

It mar, from all acaounW, have been one 
of tbe mostborribie combats of th* whole war. 
1 appears tbe rebel force numbered about 
Maa. The negroes were driven back until 
almost forced into the river, when thev ral- 
lied and charged bayouets upon the rebels, 
«4ton puuung them to the earth; aud when 
their bayonets were broken bv ciubbin-r their 
guns and beat-lag out the brains of the enetnv, 
tbe latter came on with a yeli of no quarter. 

My informants state that thoueh having 
traversed a cumber of fields, they have revtr 
before seen such ghastly-looking corpses. 
This indicates the terrible desperation with 
Which the combatant* ttruegled. The otfic-JS 
of the two negro regiments ware fearruur de- 
cimated, but tbe whines took a terrible re- 
venge in the blood df rebel officers. One 
rebel Colonel was killed, aad a lar^e number 
of line officers.

Baltimori, June 15. 

The American's special report from Harper's 
Ft rry .-« vs Geo. Milroy succeeded in cutting 
his way through the rebel lines and reached 
there this morning. After evacuating Win- 
chester tbe fighting was very desperate. We 
repulsed the enemy repeatedly, with heavy 
loss, but finally they were heavily reiaforced, 
and Gen. Milroy made his arrangements oa 
Sunday to abandon Winchester, finding that 
the rebels were endeavoring to closely invest 
the plAce. He lost >ome two hundred men in 
killed, wounded, nnd prisoners. 

Military movements are in progress to check 
the rebel movement ia this direction, which 
it would not be proper to particularize.

Gupboats are reported iu the James River 
end Cbickahominy. Oar troops in the Pen- 
insula arc said tw bave fallen back to avoid 
being taken on the flank from the navigable 
water. 

New York, Junj 15. 

The brig Arabella, from Aspinwall, arrived 
this morning.

Cuptain. He intended to destroy all vessels,
